9. To see if the town will vote to build a new fence on the easterly 
side of the cemetery and make appropriation therefor. 

10. To see if the town will vote to buy a road machine and make ap- 
propriation for the same.

Report of Board of Education 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING Feb. tsth, 1894. 


The Board of Education respectfully submit to the citizens 
of Newington the following report of the school in this town 
for the past year: 

Our school for the past year has been under the charge of 
good and competent teachers. The attendance has been good 
and the scholars have made good progress in all branches of 
study. 

The spring term was taught by Miss Mattie E. Hopkins, with 
her usual good success. Miss Sarah R. Beane taught drawing 
at this term. ‘The scholars showed much interest in this, and 
several of them showed a good taste for it. We would recom- 
mend that more attention be given to this branch in the future, 
than has been given to it in the past in our school. 

The fall and winter terms have been taught by Miss Sarah 
R. Beane of this town. Miss Beane is well fitted for the posi- 
tion of teacher of this school. ‘The best of feeling has seemed 
to prevail between teacher and scholars, and the pupils have 
been industrious and attentive to their studies and have done 
well under her instruction. The winter term is still in pro- 
gress and will continue a few weeks longer. Mr. Chauncey B. 
Hoyt of Portsmouth, having kindly consented to give writing 
lessons in the school, has been doing so for the past few weeks. 

The scholars show great interest in this and are making 
good improvement in writing under his instruction. 

Mary Brackett Hoyt and Florence Hoyt Coleman have not 
been absent a session during the winter term, and several 
others have missed but.one day each. The average attend- 
ance during this term has been better than for several years.

Annual Report of Trustees of the Langdon 
Free Public Library. 


To the Citizens of Newington: 


At the beginning of the present civil year, the Trustees of 
the Langdon library found ready for the reception of a large 
collection of new books a substantial and commodious new 
building, beautiful for situation, and admirably adapted to the 
purpose for which it was designed. 

Awaiting classification and arrangement were several cases 
of books, judiciously selected under Mr. Langdon’s supervision 
by his purchasing agent, Mr. J. C. J. Brown, of Boston. 

The books cover a wide range of subjects, and it is the de- 
sign of the founder of the library that the several departments 
shall be symmetrically furnished, and, although a superticial 
glance might leave the impression that some classes seem to 
overshadow others numerically, it must be remembered that 
single books in some departments far outvalue a large number 
in other departments. 

Many valuable reference books and finely illustrated works 
may be freely consulted and examined at the library, but 
they are too expensive or ponderous to be placed in general 
circulation. 

The town of Newington having accepted the provisions of 
the law, the Trustees have received from the State of New 
Hampshire, through the untiring efforts of Mr. J. H. Whittier 
of the State Board of Library ommissioners, ninety-nine 
volumes, of high literary merit, and mainly by American 
authors. 

The transfer to the Trustees of the library of the books, 
hitherto in the custody of the town clerk, including provincial,

state, national, and law reports, Hitchcock’s Geology of New 
Hampshire, reports on agriculture, health, and education, adds 
another important collection to the library. 


In supplying the reading table with attractive and instructive 
current literature, the Trustees have sought to make this feat- 
ure of the library a means of constantly increasing usefulness 
to persons of differing tastes and ages, and it is confidently 
hoped that patrons will avail themselves of the benefits which 
this department offers. 

The table is at present regularly furnished with Harper’s 
Weekly, Scribner’s Magazine, St. Nicholas, The American 
Architect, and the Chautauqua. All except the current number 
of these periodicals may be taken out under the same regula- 
tions as apply to bound volumes. 


A great amount of labor is necessary to the proper organiza- 
tion of a library. Every book must be entered in the accession 
catalogue with reference to its author, title, publisher, date and 
place of publication, size, cost, source, classification, accession 
and class number, and other particulars, all essential as per- 
manent record, and as an aid in replacing the book if lost, 
avoiding duplicates in the purchase of new books, and in pre- 
senting the character and contents of the library without being 
compelled to recall books in circulation oftener than is neces- 
sary. 

Every book must also be labeled, outside and inside, classi- 
fied and numbered, before it is ready for circulation. 

It is a question how soon a catalogue should be published, 
but the task of preparation involves much labor and expense, 
and should not be undertaken until the library is well estab- 
lished, and the preliminary work accomplished. Patrons ap- 
preciate the privilege of access to the shelves for the selection 
of books. 

The formal opening of the Langdon Library, with the time 
honored ceremonies of dedication, occurred on the twentieth 
day of September, eighteen hundred and ninety-three. 


An informal reception was held at the library, preceding the 
dedicatory exercises at the church, which were followed by a 
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collation at the town hall, when- the large number in attend- 
ance were cordially entertained.

The exercises were highly instructive and entertaining, and 
it is to be regretted that this brief allusion to the inspiring ad- 
dresses is all that space permits. 

Among the invited guests who participated in the exercises, 
and contributed largely to the enjoyment of the occassion, was 
the Cocheco Library Club, which held a spirited public ee 
later in the day. 

The ‘Trustees desire to acknowledge their gratitude to all 
who have actively co-operated in preparing a large collection of 
books for prompt circulation. 

Thanks are also due to the gentlemen who so generously 
devoted their time and skill in laying out, grading, and other- 
wise improving the surroundings of the building, and to the 
committee who superintended the abundant feast provided for 
all in attendance at the dedication. 

Mr. Langdon’s interest in the library, and contain to 
its usefulness by discreet suggestions, are unbounded, and he

is constantly watchful for opportunities to enhance its advan- 
tages. 

In addition to the large collection of books with which he 
has endowed the library, he has provided for its perpetual main- 
tenance by placing in the custody of the town of Newington 
one thousand dollars, whose interest the town guarantees to 
pay annually to the Trustees of the library. 

Mr. J. H. Hutchinson, of Portsmouth, has presented to the 
Langdon Library a handsome eight-day clock, framed in oak, 
an ornament to the room, and a most useful and acceptable 
addition to its furnishings. For this timely gift the Trustees, 
in behalf of the citizens of Newington, return hearty thanks. 

The Trustees refer with pleasure to the manifest growth of 
the library in the estimation of our citizens as a source of 
pleasure and intellectual profit to this whole community.

Report of Supt. of Burying Ground. 


Zo the Selectmen of Newington: 


GENTLEMEN:—While it may be a question whether or nor the 
branch of service entrusted to me by my fellow town-men, be 
of sufficient importance to demand recognition in the town 
report, I have deemed it proper to prepare a statement relating 
to our public cemetery and to offer a few suggestions concern- 
ing the same. 

Since my settlement with the selectmen in February last, I 
have disposed of nine burial lots to the following persons:

It will be noticed that the first two lots were sold previous to 
the vote passed March 14th, 1893, changing the price of lots 
to non-residents. 

The majority of the lot owners are inclined to have their 
lots properly cared for, yet there are some who are very negli- 
gent in this respect, completely ignoring the condition inserted 
in their title that they “suitably mound and turf their lot;” for 
this these should be a remedy. After a reasonable time, say 
one year, if not complied with, it should be the duty of the 
superintendent to notify and request the owner to put his lot 
in proper condition. Considering the very low price for lots, 
no reasonable person ought to object to this.

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I would suggest also that the superintendent, with the con- 
sent of the selectmen, be empowered to make certain changes 
in some of the old lots in the original grave-yard, whereby the 
pathways may be straightened and the adjoining lots improved. 

There is also the necessity of a driveway being laid out from 
the original gateway on the east, which shall lead to the new 
extension. ‘These changes can be made without encroaching 
on the rights of any lot owner, and would be an improvement 
that is called for.
